SCHEDULE OF 

Charters and Documents of Early Date 

In the possession of the Corporation. 



$T|)HE Corporation Records were formerly kept in the 
sfeUii* Evidence House of the Corporation, which was 
probably in the Mote Hall or Guildhall of the Town. 
The records were removed to St, Paul's Church in 
pursuance of a resolution passed 5th July, 1736, 
which states : — 

That " Mr. Mayor shall prepare, make useful, and 
" cleanse the Evidence House in such manner as he 
" shall think most expedient, and he shall employ such 
11 persons as he shall judge proper to inspect, sort, and 
11 file in proper order all the writings, records, and papers 
11 that are now therein lodged, and shall agree with and 
11 order payment to the persons therein employed what he 
11 shall think they deserve for their care and trouble. And 
" whereas the Rev. Mr. Hunt has consented that the 
" chests and papers in the Evidence House may be 
" lodged in the vestry of St. Paul's Church, during the 
11 time the said Evidence House shall be repairing, and 
11 that the key of the said vestry shall be delivered to the 
" Mayor. It is hereby ordered that Mr. Mayor shall 
" give directions for removing all records, writings, &c. 
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11 he shall think necessary into the said vestry, the key 
11 of which he shall take charge of, and see the said 
" records, papers, and writings duly returned when the 
" Evidence House shall be repaired and cleansed. " 

Subsequent resolutions of the Corporation direct that 
documents be deposited in the Evidence House, but it 
does not appear whether any documents were returned 
from St. Paul's Church to the Evidence House, nor, if 
returned when they were again removed to the Church, 
but it is probable that if any of the records were returned 
to the Evidence House after having been removed 
therefrom in pursuance of the above stated resolution, 
they were again removed to the Church on the disuse of 
the Guildhall in 1 753. 

There is no evidence amongst the Corporation records, 
except the resolution above referred to, to explain the 
rights or privileges of the Corporation with respect to 
the use of the chamber in the Church. 

The Schedule is prepared in the following order : — 

1. The Corporation Charters and documents relating 
to the rights, liberties, and customs of the Corporation. 

2. The Books containing the proceedings of the 
Common Hall at which the Mayors were elected ; of the 
Court of Aldermen, constituted by the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Bailiffs, who nominated the officers and admitted 
the freemen ; and of the Common Council. 

3. The proceedings of the Ancient Court of Pleas of 
the Borough, of which the Mayor and Bailiffs were 
judges, and which had jurisdiction over all causes of 
action arising within the Borough ; with some specimens 
of the process in the time of Henry IV. 
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4- The proceedings of the Leet Court. 

5. The " Black Booke." 

6. Commissions of the Peace and other documents 
relating to this subject. 

7. A terrier of the Corporation Estates, and of the 
earlier "hagable" or quit rent roll, and of the demesne 
rent roll. 

8. The grants, leases, and alienations to and from 
the Corporation, and documents of the same nature 
connected with estates in which the Corporation have 
at some time had an interest. 

9. All other documents not comprised in either of 
the above-mentioned heads. 

CHARTERS. 

The earliest Charter in the possession of the 
Corporation was granted by Henry II., who Henry 11. 
11 confirmed to his Burgesses of Bedford all 
"liberties and free customs which they had in the time 
11 of Henry his grandfather, as they were recognized in 
11 the County of Bedford as the Burgesses of Oxford had 
11 them. 

A Charter of this reign is referred to in a 
Charter of Henry IV., but a memorandum Bichirdi. 
dated 1780, states that the Charter of 
Richard I. was not then with the Corporation records. 

A Charter of Henry III. confirmed to the 
Burgesses of Bedford all the liberties, customs Henry 111. 
and laws, which they had in the time of 
Henry II., — it enumerates — " A guild merchant with all 
"their liberties and customs in land, in islands, in 
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pastures and other pertinences and that the Burgesses 
should have all other customs, laws, and liberties 
throughout England and Normandy which they had in 
common with citizens of Oxford and that if a doubt 
arise concerning any judgment that they should send 
messengers to Oxford, and whatever the citizens of 
Oxford adjudged should be without doubt firmly done. 
The Charter prohibited the Burgesses from pleading 
out of the Borough, but that they were to defend 
themselves according to the customs of Bedford and 
Oxford. 

11 The Charter then ordains that the Burgesses of 
1 Bedford shall have all the above mentioned liberties, 
1 laws, customs, and tenures with sock and sack, thol 
1 and theam and infangenetheof and all other liberties 
1 and free customs as they had them in the time of 
1 Henry II. and Richard I. 

About the year 1560 certain questions were put by the 
Corporation to the citizens of Oxford relating to the 
constitution of the Corporation. The answer under the 
Corporate Seal of the city of Oxford is with the records. 

A Charter of Edward I. restores to the

the Charter of Henry IV. 

A warrant from the King to the Lord Chancellor to 
seal this Charter. 

This Charter refers to the Charter of 
Richard II. in the words following: — " Richard, Henry iv. 
" by the Grace of God, King of England and 
" France and Lord of Ireland, to my Archbishops, 
" Bishops, Abbotts, Priors, Dukes, Earls, Barons, 
" Justices, Foresters, Sheriffs, Provosts, Ministers, and 
"all my Bailiffs and faithful people, greeting. We have 
11 inspected a Charter of the Lord Henry, formerly King 
11 of England, our progenitor, to the Burgesses of 
" Bedford made in these words : Henry, by the Grace of 
" God, King of England, Lord of Ireland, Duke of 
" Normandy and Aquitaine and Earl of Anjou. To his 
"Archbishops, Bishops, Abbotts, Priors, Earls, Barons, 
"Justices, Foresters, Sheriffs, Provosts, Ministers, and 
"and all my Bailiffs and faithful people, greeting: know 
" ye that we have granted and by this our present 
" Charter have confirmed to our Burgesses of Bedford 
" and their heirs, the Town of Bedford, with its 
" appurtenances, to have and to hold of us and our heirs 
" at a fee farm rent of forty pounds in silver to be paid 
" at our Exchequer by their hands for all service, viz. : 
"at Easter twenty pounds and at the Feast of 
" St. Michael twenty pounds. Wherefore we will and 
" firmly command that the aforesaid Burgesses and their 
" heirs do have and hold of us and our heirs the 
"aforesaid Town with its appurtenances, well and in 
"peace, freely, quietly, peacefully, entirely, fully and 
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" honourably, with all appurtenances, liberties, and free 
11 customs to the aforesaid Borough pertaining at the fee 
" farm rent of forty pounds in silver per annum at the 
" terms aforesaid, as aforesaid. These being witnesses ; 
" Peter, Lord Bishop of Winchester ; Richard, Lord 
" Bishop of Salisbury ; and Josceline, Lord Bishop of 
" Bath ; Hubert de Burgh, Earl of Kent, our Justiciary ; 
" Ralph Fitz-Nichol and Richard de Argentein, our 
" Stewards; Henry de Capella and others. Given by 
"the hand of the Venerable Father Ralph, Bishop of 
" Chichester, our Chancellor at Westminster on the 23rd 
11 day of March, in the eleventh year of our reign." 
The Charter of Richard I. is referred to as follows : — 
" We have inspected a certain other Charter of the 
Lord Richard, formerly King of England, our 
" progenitor, to the aforesaid Burgesses, likewise made 
11 in these words : Richard by the Grace of God, King 
"of England, Duke of Normandy, Aquitaine, Earl of 
" Anjou. To my Archbishops, Bishops, Abbotts, Deans, 
" Archdeacons, Earls, Barons, Justices, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, 
" Ministers, and all my faithful people, French and 
" English, Greeting : know ye that we have granted and 
" by our present Charter have confirmed to our 
" Burgesses of Bedford all their liberties and customs 
"and laws and acquittances which they had in the time 
" of King Henry our father, viz. : A guild merchant with 
all its liberties and customs in land, in island, in 
" pastures, and in all other appurtenances so that no 
" person who is not of that guild shall traffic with them 
" in City or Borough or Town or in free places. 
" Moreover we have granted and confirmed to them that 
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they be quit of toll and pontage and stallage and 
lastage and passage, and of assarts, and of all other 
customs throughout England and Normandy, by earth 
and by water, by sea beach, by land and by strand, 
and that they have all other their customs throughout 
the whole of England, and their liberties and laws 
which they have in common with our citizens of 
Oxford, and may traffic with them in common with 
London and without, and in all other places, and if any 
doubt or dispute arise in judgment of what they ought 
to do, they shall send their messengers to Oxford, and 
and what the citizens of Oxford shall herein adjudge, 
that without doubt confirmed, ratified, and certain they 
shall have and do: And we prohibit them from 
pleading without the Borough of Bedford concerning 
anything whereof they are challenged, but that 
concerning whatsoever thing they are put in plea, they 
shall be allowed to acquit themselves according to the 
laws and customs of our citizens of Oxford, and this in 
Bedford, and not elsewhere, because they and the 
citizens of Oxford are of one and the same custom, 
law and liberty : Wherefore we will and freely 
command that our aforesaid Burgesses of Bedford do 
have and hold their aforesaid Liberties and Laws and 
Customs and Tenures as well, peaceably, freely, quietly, 
fully, and honourably with sock and sack, and thol and 
theam and infangenetheof, and with all other their 
liberties and free customs and acquittances as they 
ever held them, most freely best and entirely in the 
time of King Henry our Father, and as our citizens of 
Oxford have those liberties most freely, fully and 
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" entirely. Witness : Hugh, Bishop of Durham ; G., 
" Bishop of Winchester; J., Bishop of Norwich; Hugh, 
" Bishop of Salusbury ; William Marshal ; John 
" Marshall ; Roger de Pratell ; Hugh Bardolf ; Robert 
11 de Whitfield ; Ralph Fitz-Geoffrey. Given at West- 
" minster by the hand of William de Longchamp, Elect 
"of Ely our Chancellor, on the 12 day of November in 
" the first year of our reign. " 

The Charter of Henry IV. then orders that — 
" We considering the good demeanour of our beloved 
" the Mayors and Burgesses of our aforesaid Town of 
" Bedford, who have manfully resisted the malefactors 
"of certain Counties of our Realm of England, late 
" Insurgents against our peace and to the hurt of our 
" Royal Majesty of our especial grace, ratifying and 
" approving the grants and liberties aforesaid, and all 
"and singular the things contained in the said Charter, 
"grant and confirm them for us and our heirs as far as 
" in us lies, to the Burgesses of the same Town of 
" Bedford, and their heirs and successors Burgesses 
"of the Town aforesaid, as the Charters aforesaid 
" reasonably testify. Willing moreover to shew more 
" ample grace to the said Burgesses we will and grant to 
" the aforesaid Burgesses for us and our heirs, that 
" although they or their ancestors or predecessors 
" any case arising, have not hitherto used any one or 
" more of the liberties or acquittances contained in the 
11 said Charter, nevertheless they, the said Burgesses, 
" and their heirs and successors, Burgesses of the Town 
" aforesaid, may henceforth fully use and enjoy those 
" liberties and acquittances and every of them for ever, 
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" without let or hindrance of us or our heirs, the Justices, 
" Escheators, Sheriffs, and other Bailiffs or Ministers or 
" our heirs whomsoever. Willing moreover in favour of 
" the Mayor and Burgesses of our Town of Bedford 
" aforesaid, and in consideration of their good demeanour 
" aforesaid, the said grant contained in the said Charter 
" of the aforesaid Richard our progenitor, viz., that the 
" same Burgesses should have their liberties and laws 
11 which they then had in common with the aforesaid 
" Citizens of Oxford, we ratify and confirm. And of our 
" more abundant and ample grace, we will and grant for 
" us and our heirs as far as in us lies to the aforesaid 
" Mayor and Burgesses of our aforesaid Town of 
11 Bedford, for ever, that none of the same Burgesses 
"of our said Town of Bedford shall plead or be 
" impleaded before us or our heirs or any Justices or 
" Ministers of us or our heirs, without the aforesaid 
11 Borough ot Bedford, for any lands or tenements which 
"are in that Borough, nor for trespasses, agreements or 
" contracts made in the same Borough, or other things 
"whatsoever there arising, but that all such pleas which 
" shall happen to be summoned or attached before us or 
11 our heirs or any of our Justices of the Bench, or other 
" our Justices or Ministers whomsoever, to be pleaded 
" without the said Borough of Bedford or within, shall be 
" pleaded and determined within the same Borough, before 
" the Mayor and Bailiffs of that Borough for the time 
" being, and not elsewhere, unless those pleas affect us, 
" or our heirs, or the Commonalty of the Borough afore- 
" said, and that the same Burgesses *nd their heirs and 
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successors aforesaid, be not put with strangers on any 
assizes, juries or inquests, which by reason of 
tenements or trespasses or other foreign businesses, 
whatsoever shall arise to be done before us the Justices 
or other Ministers of us or our heirs, so long as they 
shall make stay in the same Borough, and that 
strangers be not put with the same Burgesses on any 
assizes, juries or inquests which by reason of lands or 
tenements being in the same Borough or of trespasses, 
agreements, or contracts or other internal business 
there arising to be taken. And that concerning any 
pleas arising within the Borough, they be not convicted 
by strangers, but only by their Co-burgesses, except 
such affairs affect us or our heirs, or the Commonalty 
of the said Borough, And that the Mayor and Bailiffs 
of the Borough aforesaid for the time being, may make 
executions within the Borough aforesaid of all 
recoveries or recognizances made before them, and of 
damages adjudged before them in the same manner as 
do our citizens of London, and that henceforth it be 
written in the Chancery of us and our heirs by our 
writs of Right Patent to the Mayor and Bailiffs of the 
aforesaid Borough of Bedford, as it is written to the 
Mayor and Sheriffs of London. And that the same 
Burgesses in all actions touching their tenements t 
rents, and tenures aforesaid, may plead by our said 
writ of Right Patent, by making certain protestation 
thereof according to the form and nature of every our 
writ at their choice to be pleaded. And that the 
clerk of the Market henceforth do not interfere in 
presence of us or our heirs within that Borough, 
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" to exercise his office for anything affecting the 
" same Borough, saving nevertheless that if in the 
" presence of us or our heirs, anyone shall complain that 
'• the aforesaid Mayor and Bailiffs executing the office 
,c of the Market are negligent or remiss, then the 
" Chancellor of us or our heirs for the time being, by 
11 himself or by another Clerk of the Chancery whom he 
" shall depute to this, shall survey that concerning which 
" complaint shall so have been made, and shall correct 
" and amend the defects if any shall be found and in 
" due manner furnish and chastise the Mayor and 
" Bailiffs, saving always to us and our heirs the fines and 
" amercements of the same Mayor and Bailiffs in this 
"behalf, and that the same Burgesses their heirs and 
" successors throughout our whole realm and dominion, 
"as well by land as by water, as well within London as 
" without, in all places may freely purchase in all manner 
" of merchandise and victuals, as well of aliens as of 
" natives and sell the same to them without the 
" hindrance of anyone, in the same way as our Citizens 
" of London, and that no merchant or other shall go out 
" to meet merchants or others by land or by water 
" coming towards the Borough aforesaid with victuals or 
11 other things for sale, to buy thereof or sell again, until 
11 such victuals or things for sale shall have come 
"within that Borough to the place there ordained 
" for the sale of the same, and shall there have been 
"exposed for sale, under forfeiture of the thing 
" bought and penalty of imprisonment, from which without 
" due punishment he shall not escape, and that no one 
" shall there expose for sale his merchandizes which owe 
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custom, until the custom due thereon be levied, 
under pain of the accustomed forfeiture, and that 
the said Burgesses and their heirs and successors 
aforesaid for ever be quit throughout the whole of our 
realm and dominion, of toll, paviage, murage, pontage, 
passage, stallage, lastage, keyage, piccage, carriage, 
rivige, anchorage, strandage, chiminage, terrage, and all 
their things, goods, and merchandize, and if anyone 
in all England shall take from the aforesaid Burgesses 
toll or other custom, of which they ought to be quit 
after such person shall so have unrightfully acted the 
Mayor and Bailiffs of Bedford shall take distress 
thereof at Bedford and detain it until restitution be 
made of the distresses so taken and that no one who 
is not of their guild shall sell any wines or merchandize 
or any other saleable goods within the said Town of 
Bedford in retail. And that they and their heirs and 
successors be quit of giving money for murder 
within the Borough aforesaid. And that none 
of them shall make duel. And that of Pleas 
pertaining to the Crown, they may be able to 
acquit themselves according to the law and custom of 
London. And that the Hustings be holden only once 
a week within the Borough aforesaid, and that the 
Mayor and Bailiffs of that Borough for the time being, 
may hold twice a year a view of frankpledge, and do all 
those things which do or may pertain to that view, and 
the keeping of our peace. Wherefore we will and 
firmly command for us and our heirs that the aforesaid 
Burgesses of Bedford, and their heirs and successors 
for ever, may have and hold all and singular the 
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11 liberties and acquittances aforesaid, so by us specified 
11 and granted, and may henceforth fully enjoy and use 
11 them and every of them in manner and form above 
" expressed, without let or hindrance of us or our heirs, 
" the Justices, Escheators, Sheriffs, or other Bailiffs, or 
f< Ministers of us or our heirs whomsoever. These being 
11 witnesses, the Venerable Father W. Archbishop of 
11 Canterbury, Primate of all England, Thomas Arch- 
" bishop of York, Primate of England our Chancellor, 
" R., Bishop of London ; R., Bishop of Chichester ; 
" S., Bishop of Worcester ; John, Duke of Aquitaine and 
11 Lancaster; Edmund, Duke of York; Thomas, Duke 
" of Gloucester, our most dear uncles ; Henry, Earl of 
11 Derby; Richard, Earl of Arundel; Thomas, Earl 
" Marshall and Nottingham ; Henry, Earl of Northum- 
berland; Roger Walden, our Treasurer; Thomas de 
" Percy, Steward of our household, and others. Given 
" under our hand at Westminster, on the 3rd day of 
" January, in the 19th year of our reign." 

The Charter of Henry IV. refers to the Charter of 
Henry II. as having granted the Town, but that Charter 
appears to have confirmed a previous grant. 

A Charter of 2 Henry VI. confirms the Henry vr 
Charter of Henry IV. 

Another Charter of this reign states that it appeared 
by an Inquisition taken near Bedford, that the Town 
was charged with £46 payable to the Crown, besides 
^20 for tithes "when they shall happen, " and other 
burthens. "And that the Town had come into such 
excessive decay and ruin on account of the great 
burthens and paucity of inhabitants, that the said sum

could not be levied, nor the other burthens of the Town 
supported without causing injuries and extortions to the 
men inhabiting the Town and others of the County 
coming to the same, and to the destruction of the two 
Bailiffs annually elected in the same Town, and so the 
Town unless it had been provided by the King with 
support and relief would very probably have been 
destroyed." That a new bridge had been built at 
Barford, and that this bridge had become so great a 
thoroughfare to the other market Towns of the County 
for people who formerly came to Bedford, that the strays 
and chattels, tolls and customs which were due there to 
the Mayor and Commonalty had been entirely lost ; and 
the greater part of the men inhabiting the Town were 
ready to abandon it unless some remedy were provided 
by the King. 

It was therefore granted that the Mayor, Bailiffs, 
Burgesses, and Commonalty should, for the term of 
sixty years, be acquitted of ^22 of the fee-farm rent. 

These amounts are now payable, and are represented 
by the following items in the accounts of the Borough 
Treasurer : —

pardon to the Mayor, Bailiffs, Burgesses and 
Commonalty for crimes and offences therein enumerated ; 
those specially mentioned being violation of the statutes 
as to liveries and retainers, intrusion into the temporalities 
of the Church, offences against forest laws, unpaid 
scutages and reliefs. 

Adherents to Henry VI. are excepted from the benefit 
of the Charter. 

Another Charter of 2 Edward IV. confirmed Charters 
of Henry VI. and Richard II. without granting any 
fresh privilege. 

A Charter of 10 Henry VII. confirmed 
Charters of Henry IV. and Henry VI. 

A Charter of 19 Henry VII. granted that the 
Corporation should be charged with ^20 a year only 
for the fee-farm rent of the Town. 

A Charter of 1 Henry VIII. grants a pardon 
to the Corporation for all offences committed 
prior to the twenty-third day of April then last past. 
The offences are for the most part under obsolete 
statutes, and it seems to be unnecessary to enumerate 
them; but in compliance with the wish to have full 
details of the Charters in this Schedule, the offences are 
specified, viz : — 

" Treasons, felonies, escapes of convicted Clerks, and 
" other persons, rebellions, uttering treasonable and 
" seditious words, riots, unlawful assemblies, forcible 
*| entries, perjuries, oppression, extortion, bribery as to 
" verdicts, maintenance, champerty destruction, erasing 
"and altering records and other legal documents, unjust 
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claims and prosecutions, misuser and nonuser of 
franchises and liberties, of the view of frankpledge, 
false returns and omission to return writs, offences 
against Sheriffs, their deputies, Escheators, and other 
officers, contempts of and other offences relating to 
Judges, Justices and other Officers and Ministers of 
the Crown ; offences against statutes of laborers, 
giving signs and liveries to servants contrary to the 
Statute 2, Henry 2, cap. 21 and 14, Henry 7; 
violations of forest and game laws, violations of the 
Statute relating to weirs and floodgates 1 2 Edward 4, 7 ; 
offences against Statute 4 Henry 7, relating to the 
export of gold and silver ; intrusion into the tempor- 
alities of bishoprics, benefices, colleges, hospitals and 
ecclesiastical houses ; infringement of the Statutes 
relating to mortmain, the unlawful taking possession 
of the goods, chattels, lands, and tenements of felons, 
or of waifs and estrays, offences against the statutes 
of provisoes, entries into lands without proper 
livery of sesein being conferred, intrusions into Crown 
lands, offences against the laws relating to lands held 
by Knight service waste, illegal alienation of land held 
under the Crown, non-payment of subsidy and benev- 
olences, unlawful entries in the lands of lunatics and 
idiots, usuary, illegal dealings in gold, silver, wool, and 
various wares, selling unguaged liquors, illegal export- 
ation and importation of goods, ingrossing, forestalling 
and regrating, false entries of goods in the books of 
custom house officers, forfeiture of recognizances, 
violations of the statutes relating to unlawful games, 
illegal fortification of houses.

Henry VI II., Letters Patent of Henry IV., a 
Charter of Richard II., another Charter of Richard IL, 
and Letters Patent of Henry VI. The Letters Patent of 
i Edward VI. states that by a former Inquisition near 
Bedford, under Letters Patent of Henry VI., it was found 
that the Town of Bedford was granted to the Mayor, 
Bailiffs, Burgesses, and Commonalty for £\6 annually, 
and ordains that the Town shall owe £20 annually for the 
fee-farm rent, and be discharged from ^26 the remainder. 

Letters Patent. Pardon to the lieges and 
inhabitants of Bedford for all treasons, war 
mesprizions of treasons, insurrections, rebellions, illegal 
assemblies and conventicles, confederations, illegal con- 
gregations, falsities, negligences, oppressions, murders, 
felonies, transgressions, attempts and offences committed 
before the eighth day of July, in the third year of his 
reign. 

Letters Patent. A grant to the Mayor, 
Bailiffs, Burgesses, and Commonalty, near the 
Town during four days, and at a Market Place in 
Saint Mary, of a Fair to be held in the first week of 
Lent, and of another Fair in the Feast of the Conception 
and the day after, and of a Market in Saint Mary 
weekly. 

Letters Patent. Refers to Letters Patent MaPy . 
Edward VI., of Henry VIII., of Henry VII., 
of Edward IV., Charter of Confirmation Henry VI., 
Letters Patent Henry IV., Charter Richard II., Charter 
Richard I., Letters Patent Henry VI., of Henry VII., 
and other Letters Patent of Henry VI. " It is ordered 
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that the Mayor, &c, should be indebted in ^20 of 
the fee-farm rent, and discharged of the remainder." 

Letters Patent of Elizabeth confirmed other 
niizabem charters and Letters Patent. It is not in 
possession of the Corporation, but was confirmed by 
Letters Patent of Charles II. 

Letters Patent of James I. refers to Letters

Henry VII. The Charter grants that the Mayor, Bailiffs, 
Burgesses, and Commonalty of the Town of Bedford, 
otherwise called the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Burgesses of 
the said Town, otherwise called the Mayor of the said 
Town, or by whatsoever name or names they may be 
called or incorporated, shall be free from ^26 of the 
fee-farm rent. 

Letters Patent of Charles II., the last 
' Charter granted to the Corporation, confirmed 
Charters of Richard I., Henry III., Richard II., 
Henry IV., Henry VI., the confirmatory Charter of 
Edward IV„ 10 Henry VII., Henry VIII., 1 Edward VI., 
the confirmatory Charter of Mary and the Charter of 
Elizabeth. 

A full translation is given of so much of this Charter 
as is not confirmatory : — 

" And furthermore we will and by these presents for 
" us, our heirs and successors do ordain and steadfastly 
" enjoying, do command that the Mayor, Bailiffs, 
11 Burgesses, Recorder, and Town Clerk, and all other 
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11 officers and ministers of the Town of Bedford 
"aforesaid, and their Deputies and all Justices of the 
" Peace of us our heirs and successors within the Town 
"aforesaid, by virtue or according to the tenor of the 
11 same Letters Patent or any other Letters Patent 
11 hereafter to be nominated, elected or appointed before 
11 they shall be admitted to the execution or exercise of 
" the office or offices of the place or places to which they 
" shall so respectively be nominated, elected or appointed 
" or in anywise enter upon in that behalf or any of them 
" respectively enter upon, shall take and every one of 
11 them shall take as well the Corporal Oath commonly 
11 called the oath of obedience as the Corporal Oath 
11 commonly called the Oath of Supremacy upon the 
11 Holy Gospels of God, before such person or persons as 
" for the administering and taking such oaths of the law 
" and statutes of this our Realm of England are at 
11 present appointed and assigned ; and further we will 
11 and declare our Royal intention to be that no Recorder 
" or Town Clerk of the Town aforesaid, henceforth to 
" be elected or constituted, shall enter upon such office 
14 or offices, or either of them respectively, before they 
11 and every of them respectively shall have been 
"approved of by us our heirs or successors, notwith- 
" standing anything in these presents contained or any 
" other thing, cause, or matter whatsoever, in anywise to 
"the contrary thereof, notwithstanding express mention 
" of the true yearly value or of the certitude of the 
"premises or any of them, or of any other gifts or 
"grants before this made by us or by any of our 
" progenitors or predecessors to the aforesaid Mayor, 
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11 Bailiffs, and Burgesses of the Town of Bedford 
11 aforesaid, is in nowise made in these presents or any 
11 statute, act, ordinance, provision, proclamation or 
11 restriction to the contrary thereof, hitherto had made 
" published, ordained, or provided or any other thing, 
" cause, or matter whatsoever in anywise notwithstand- 
" ing. n 

The Constitution of the Common Council. 
The Mayor, Aldermen, Bailiffs, Common Councilmen 
and the Recorder were the Common Council. 

The Court of Aldermen, of which the Mayor Alder- 
men and Bailiffs were members, nominated one Burgess 
annually to the Office of Mayor ; the Common Council 
nominated another Burgess for the office. 

The Mayor and Common Councilmen were elected at 
an assembly of the Freemen called a Common Hall. 

The other members of the Council were elected at a 
Court of Aldermen. 

There is no record of the proceedings of the Common 
Council until the year 1647, ^ rom which time, except 
from 1 7 18 to 1 72 1, there is a continuous entry of the 
proceedings of the Council. 

Previously to the passing of the Municipal Corpor- 
ations Act, the Common Council admitted Freemen at 
their discretion. The power of admission was much 
abused, for in 1769, after numerous admissions of non- 
residents, 500 were admitted in the interest of Sir 
Robert Barnard, afterwards the Recorder of the 
Borough. 
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In 1 780 Sir Robert Barnard lent the Corporation ^"950, 
and it may be assumed that the loan was not entirely 
unconnected with this last admission of Freemen. A 
receipt dated 1789, in discharge of the Principal and 
interest due on the mortgage was endorsed upon the 
security to Sir Robert Barnard, and signed by his 
executors, although the Corporation had not then paid 
anything whatever, on account of the mortgage. The 
mortgage came into the hands of a Mr. Monkhouse, 
who instituted a suit in Chancery, against the Corpor- 
ation, and compelled them to pay all principal and 
interest due on the mortgage.

As a means of paying off this sum, the Corporation 
in 18 14 called in the sum of ^900 advanced to the 
Improvement Commissioners on the security of the 
paving fund, and sold 14a. 2r. 2op. of land in Saint 
Peter for ^1050. 

An Index to the proceedings of the Common Council 
is contained in Appendix No. 1 to this Schedule. 
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Court of Pleas. 

The Court of Pleas was held before the Mayor and 
Bailiffs, it had extensive powers when the cause of 
action arose in the Town. 

Specimens of some of the original process of the 
Court of the time of Henry VIII. are with the records, 
but the earliest record of the proceedings of the Court 
is of the period of about the commencement of the 
reign of Elizabeth. 

There is a regular record of the proceedings of the 
Court from 1626 to 1789. There is no record of the 
Court since the latter date. 

An opinion of Sir John Campbell, afterwards Lord 
Chancellor, obtained by the Council after the passing of 
the Municipal Corporations Act, was to the effect that 
the Court might have been revived. 

Court Leet and Court Baron. 

These Courts were held by the Corporation in respect 
of their manorial rights. 

There are entries of the proceedings of the Court 
Leet from 1558 to 1687, but it does not appear that 
there are any records of the proceedings of the Court 
Baron. The Court Baron was doubtless held after 
the year 1687, because it is stated that the earliest 
roll of the quit rents, of the date 1681, was confirmed 
at Courts Baron held in 1696 and 1698. 

For watching and other purposes under the cognizance 
of the Court Leet the Town was divided into twelve 
wards, i.e. the East Ward, the West Ward, the Mill 
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Lane Ward, the Saint Cuthbert Ward, the Saint Peter 
Ward, the Well Street Ward, the Saint Lloyds Ward, 
the Prebend Ward, the Potter Street Ward, the Saint 
Johns Ward, the Cauldwell Street Ward, and the High 
Street Ward. 

The quit rents or " hagable " rents were fixed at the 
Leet Court. The earliest roll of these rents is of the 
date 1 68 1 ; it appears from this roll that rents were paid 
in respect of about 625 acres, but it is scarcely possible 
to ascertain how the rents originated. The rents are in 
their nature distinguishable from those rents or payments 
which have been imposed hy the Corporation as the 
condition of holding some right or privilege in the Town. 
For a period extending over many years previously to 
the passing of the Municipal Corporations Act, there 
had been no attempt to distinguish between the quit 
rents and the other rents or payments imposed by the 
Corporation, and it would be now very difficult, if not 
impossible, to make an accurate distinction between the 
different classes of rents or payments. 

The roll of 1681 comprises Appendix No. 2 to the 
Schedule. 

The irregularity in collecting the rents is not of recent 
date because it is stated on the roll of 1681 that each 
rent was ten years in arrear. 

The Acts of the Corporation furnish but slight 
information of the circumstances under which the other 
rents or payments were fixed. 

Except in few instances it cannot be ascertained to 
what properties the rents attach. 
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As some of the rents or payments which have been 
considered to be quit rents are connected with rights of 
access to the river, it may be noted that no quit rent 
appearing in the earlier roll has reference to any such 
right. 

The " Black Booke." 

The " Black Booke " was made in the fifth year of the 
reign of Elizabeth, and is stated to have been made " for 
11 three cheiff causes and devyded into the parts. The 
" fyrst was for all constitutions. The seconde was to 
" recorde all fynes. The thirde was to recorde and inroll 
41 all manner of dede and indenture of bargayne and saile 
" of land and tenement wythin the Borough.' y 

The fines and indentures of bargain and sale recorded 
in the Court were the assurances that, according to the 
then state of the law, it was necessary to enroll in order 
to alienate property in the Town. 

The description of property in these fines and 
assurances is entirely technical and does not afford the 
present means of identification with any property in the 
Borough. 

An extract from the Black Book is contained in 
appendix No. 2 to this Schedule. 

Commission of the Peace and Quarter Sessions. 

The Record of the proceedings of the Quarter Sessions 
of the borough commences in 1558. The Quarter 
Sessions were held up to the time of the passing of the 
Municipal Corporations Act in 1835, by the operation of 
which Act they were discontinued; but a grant of a 
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separate Court of Quarter Sessions for the borough was 
again made in 1846. 

The Commissions of the Peace are of the following 
dates : — Philip and Mary, Elizabeth, James I., Charles, 
William IV., Victoria. 

The Corporation Estates. 

The whole town was vested in the Corporation under 
the charter of Henry II. 

The fact that in 1681 quit rents were payable for about 
625 acres of land, and for several houses, shews that the 
Corporation had granted that portion of the Corporate 
estates subject to the quit rents ; but except as to small 
portions, only slight evidence can be obtained of the 
occasions when the Corporation alienated the other 
estates of which they are not now the owners. 

It may be that in the period of depression referred to 
in the charter of 25 Henry VI., the Corporation ceased 
to exercise acts of ownership over portions of their 
estates. 

The records even of a comparatively recent date 
afford but slight information of the alienation of property 
by the Corporation. 

The earliest demesne roll is of the year 1660. The 
rent roll comprises Appendix No. 4 to the Schedule. 

The Chamberlains received the rents of the estates. 
Their accounts commence in the reign of Elizabeth. 
The accounts of the Bridge Wardens of that period 
are entered in the same book with the Chamberlains' 
accounts. 
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The undermentioned deeds of conveyance are with the 
Records of the Corporation, but no information can be 
given of the connection of the Corporation with several 
of these documents.

Trustie and welbeloved wee greet you well. 

It is not unknown unto you that in Feb. last our 
high Court of Parlt. was by us summoned and 
assembled to treat of the great and weightie affaires 
concerning the Church of England and the true 
Religion therein established and the defence and 
safetie of the kingdom and that they there continued 
together untill the 15th of June last wthin wch tyme 
manie things of good moment and much conducing to 
our honor and the honour and safetie of this kingdome 
were propounded and begun to be handled and amongst 
other things the Comons then assembled taking into 
their serious considerations our prsent and important 
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occasions not for our own private use but for the 
comon safetie of us and our people, did with one 
unanimous consent agree to give unto us a supplie of 
fower entire subsidies and (?) 15 ens and did by order of 
that house sett downe the daies and times for payment 
of the same with their loving and free offer unto us, wee 
did gratiouslee accept even beyond the pressing 
necessitie of our publique affaires continuallie did expect 
the reall pformance thereof and wee are assured the 
same had bin pformed accordinglie, had not the 
disordered passion of some members of that house 
contrarie to the good inclinaton of the graver and wiser 
sort of them so farr misled themselves and others that 
they neither did nor wold intend that wch concerned the 
publique defence of the kingdome for wch they were 
speciallie called. Wherefore when no ovations, admon- 
itions wld stay them though much agt. our hart, wee 
have dissolved that Parliamt. And the Parliamt. being 
now ended and yet the necessitie of a supplie of money 
lying still upon us and pressing us, without wch the 
Comon safetie of us and our people cannot be defended 
and maintained but is in eminent and apparent danger to 
be assailed and swallowed up by a vigilant and powerful 
enemie, wee have bin enforsed to cast all the waies and 
meanes wch honbly and iustly wee might take for supply 
of their important affaires and manie sevall courseg have 
bin propounded and offered unto us. And although no 
ordinarie rules can pscribe a lawe to necessitie and the 
comon defence and safetie and even the verie subsistence 
of the whole might iustly warrt. us, if out of our royall 
prrogative and power we should take any waie more 
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extraordinary and less indifferent to any part thereof, yet 
wee desyring nothing more (next to the love and favor 
of Almighty God, by whose gracious assistance wee 
desire to governe ourself and all or. actions) than the 
love of our people, wch wee esteeme as our greatest 
riches, wee have made choice of that waie wch maie be 
most equall and acceptable to them. And therefore wee 
do desire all our loving subiects in a case of this 
inavoydable necessitie to be a lawe unto themselves and 
lovinglie freelie and voluntarilie to pforme that, wch by 
lawe if it had passed formally by an act as was intended 
they had bin impellable unto and so in a kyndly waie to 
provide not only for ours, but for their owne defence and 
for the comon safetie of all our frends and allies and of 
our lives and honors. The pformance of wch our request 
will not only give us an ample testimonie of the dutifull 
and good affeccons of our people in genall but will give 
us iust encouragemt. the more spedilie to mete in Parlt. 
Wee therefore desire you forthwith to mete together and 
to take such order as may best advance our service and 
in our name to desire and exhort our people according 
to such instruccons as herewith wee send unto you that 
they wold not faile freelie to give unto us a full supply 
answerable to the necessitie of our prsent occasions.

11 After our very hartie comendacons were as heretofore 
wee have written unto you two several Ires callinge upon 
you the Comisions for the loans to cause the moneyes 
pceedinge hereupon to bee speedily payd into the 
Exchequer for the better supplyeinge of the publique 
pressing and important occasions of state and of late his 
Matie as a prudent prince managinge affayres by the 
means vouchsafed to looke into the accounte himselfe to 
see how the loans have beene answered from every shire 
finde a fallinge shorte as yet in yor county of Bedd 
from that wch hee expected and wherefore hee trusted 
this wee might lett you knowe that whatsoever his Maty 
hath heretofore raised upon his plate jewelry lande loans 
bales is altogether issued and imployed for the publique

And to the end this business may have no longer 
ptaction Wee require you forthwith to devyde your 
selves into several devisions i.e. after your first Meetinge 
you did and in every devision to call the receyvers and 
collectors before you and to examine the true state of 
every receyte and collected amount had within 10 days 
after recyte of these letters or transcripte hereof and 
make a certificate unto us how much every receyrer and 
collector has payd into the Exchequer how much 
remayneth in every collectors or receyvers hands and 
how much resteth uncollected and also to make a 
particular certificate unto us with the names of such as 
did consent to lend and have not yet payd but still refuse 
to doe it but this you maye not omitt prcysely to certifye 
the names of those who beinge summoned to appear 
before you refused or neglected to come or appeareinge 
before you refused to lend for that his Maty is resolved 
of a course against those more fitt for such as stand is 
affected to the State, And they shall fynd what it is to 
be devyded from their Kinge and better part of the 
whole Kingdom when their common interest is concerned. 
And we not doubtinge of your carefull pformance of 
these directions wee bidd you hartily farewell, from 
whytehall, 14 August, 1627.

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Under powers for that purpose vested in them, the 
undermentioned estates have since been sold by the 
Corporation : — 

The Freemen's Common, sold to the Midland 

Railway Company. 
Land on the Fenlake Road, sold to the Bedford 

and Cambridge Railway Company. 
King's Mead, sold to the late Mr. Whitbread. 
The Corporation have purchased the Cattle Market 
Place and land adjoining; and have reinvested a portion 
of the purchase money paid for the Freemen's Common 
in the purchase of land at Ravensden, for a Common for 
the Freemen. 



Rights of Fishery. 

The Records do not show that the Corporation 
claimed the exclusive right of fishery in the River. 

The following order of the Council, made 20th 
October, 1653, appears to show that the Corporation 
had the right for some distance from the east of the 
bridge, and subsequent entries that will be noticed afford 
evidence of the right extending to the west of the bridge : 

"That whereas Thomas Gibbs hath bought of ye 
" Trustees for sale of delinquent estates all ye royaltie 
" and fishing of ye ryver of Ouze from ye east side of 
" Bedford bridge to Yorke mill, with all islands thereunto 
" belonging, Mr. William Scott shall make clayme of 
11 that part of ye said river belonging to ye Corporation 
" at ye Committee for Removing Obstructions, before ye 
" fifth day of November next ensuyng, according to an 
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"Act of Parliament in such cases provided. And ye 
11 said Mr. Scott is hereby authorized and desired to use 
" all necessarie meanes which shalbee conducing to the 
11 mayntennce of ye towne's title therein." 

The "Black Book" enacts that "no fysher shall use 
or occupie any castynge nette upon peyn of forfeiture for 
every tyme he cast the same in the ryver to the intent to 
take any fyshe." 

In 1656 the Corporation granted a lease of "soe 
much of ye fishing of the ryver of Ouze which belonged 
to ye Corporation as lyes under the great bridge, and 
extends thence westward, and allsoe a lease of the holme 
lying in ye river, which is severed on ye west by a ditch 
from Spencely's holme." 

The lessees were to " permitt any burgess of ye towne 
to fish with anything, yet this covenant of permission 
shall not prejudic ye towne* s title to ye fishing who have 
ye title of severall fishing." 

In 1698 the Corporation leased to John Day " soe 
much of the severall fishing in the River of Ouze in the 
said Towne of Bedford as is conteyned under the Great 
Bridge and thence next extending Westward into 
Trumpington Meadow conteyning the whole breadth of 
the River where it is divided into severall Channels 
as where it runneth into one streame and an Holme 
betwixt the streames adjoining to Spenceley's Holme 
together with the rush beds, flaggs, and osiers thereunto 
belonging lately in the possession of John Day deceased." 
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Rights of Access to, 
And other Rights connected with the River. 

It might be supposed that the examination of the 
records would furnish the means of ascertaining the 
extent of the rights of the Corporation of access to the 
river ; but the evidence obtainable is far from conclusive. 

There is reason to believe that there was formerly a 
passage from Home Lane to the river; for in 1639 the 
Corporation conveyed land in Home Lane to one Mason, 
which is described to have abutted west upon a lane 
leading out of Home Lane to the river. 

In 1686 it was ordered that Mr. Faldo should have a 
lease of the Chappell of Heme, "ye Corporation to have 
use of the lane leading to the river." 

It does not appear that anything was done to secure 
the use of the lane to the Corporation. 

The fact that the Corporation granted a lease would 
appear to show that they were the owners of the Chapel; 
but in 1 706, they agreed to take a lease of the Chapel. 

It may be here mentioned in connection with the 
interest of the Corporation in the Chapel, that in 1657 it 
was ordered that " an edifice fit for the session at the 
public assizes of the county be erected against the east 
wall of the School House " at the Corporation cost. 

In 1688 the Corporation granted a lease of a passage 
to the river between a messuage of Mr. Isaac and the 
White Lion. This passage was probably near the site 
of the Ship Inn on the south of St. Paul's Square. 

A minute of the Council of the date 24th May, 1 794, 
states that " Mr. Peregrine Nash had made application 
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to take in a small piece of ground, the property of the 
Corporation, adjoining his garden. 

In 1796 the Corporation directed that an estimate 
should be made of the expense of putting down a pile or 
fence for securing the watering brink between the great 
bridge and Mr. Nash's premises, from the annoyance of 
drawing our timber there. 

From 1796 to 1807 a quit rent of sixpence " f or a 
passage to the river " was payable by Mr. Perigrine 
Nash, but there is no mention of such a rent in any 
subsequent list of the Corporation Quit Rents. 

In 181 1 the Council resolved to grant to Mr. Alderman 
Green a lease of the island called German's Arbour for 
twenty-one years, at one shilling per annum. 

In 1815 the Town Improvement Commissioners 
conveyed to the late Mr. Francis Green a piece of 
ground to the east of the bridge wall, of the mean width 
of about four feet. It would seem that Mr. Green was 
then allowed to take possession of the enclosed ground 
on the west of the bridge wall, because in 1833 the 
Commissioners resolved that Mr. Green be allowed the 
use and occupation of the ground he then occupied, 
adjoining the east side of the bridge, on payment of the 
yearly sum of 2s. 6d., and so long as he and the occupier 
of his coal yard in Boy and Oar Lane should allow the 
public to obtain water from the river, in manner 
mentioned in a report submitted to the Commissioners. 
Mr. Green being present in person signified his assent 
to this resolution. 

The following passage in the report of the 
Commissioners appointed previously to the passing of 
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the Municipal Corporations Act probably refers to one 
or other of the last-named passages to the river : — 

" Among the ancient payments two are reserved for 
" sites of ancient passages to the river. Complaints 
"were made by several of the inhabitants that the 
" Corporation had suffered these passages to be stopped 
11 up, and that much inconvenience was suffered from the 
11 want of a proper access to the river. Among the 
" instances of inconvenience, it was stated that in case 
"of fire there would be considerable difficulty in 
"obtaining water. It appears that an alderman has 

been allowed to occupy one of the sites where a 
" passage formerly existed. The alderman states that it 
11 was necessary to stop up the passage in order to build 
" the new bridge. Another had been opened by the 
11 Commissioners, and steps placed for the convenience 
" of the inhabitants ; but a dispute has arisen with the 
" Duke of Bedford as to the right of property, and this 
"avenue has been closed for the present by the Duke's 
" steward." 

" The practical inconvenience, however, does not 
" appear to be great. A way is open at all times of the 
" day through the premises of a member of the 
" Corporation. " 

It will be seen that two rents became payable by 
Mr. Green. The accounts of the Improvement Commis- 
sioners do not show that the rent of 2s. 6d. for the 
occupation of the ground was ever paid ; but the 
accounts of the Borough Treasurer show that a rent of 
2s. 6d. was paid for the island until 1869. 

It is questionable whether the rent of 2s. 6d. was in 
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fact paid as the rent for the ground on the side of the 
bridge, or whether it was paid for the island. 

In September, 1813, the Corporation granted a lease 
for 99 years of a passage to the river, to the late 
Mr. Gadsby, at a nominal rent. 

The lease comprises the land between Messrs. 
Sharman and SmaiFs offices and Mr. Pulley's house. 

The Corporation had formerly some right of access, 
or control over the access, to the river in connection with 
the site of the old and of the present Post Office ; but as 
by various dealings with the property in which the 
Corporation have concurred their rights have ceased, it 
is unnecessary further to refer to them. 

Fairs and Markets. 

As an incident to the Charters of Incorporation^ the 
Corporation were probably entitled to hold fairs and 
markets, and to levy tolls. One of the Charters of 
Henry VI. expressly refers to the revenue of the 
Corporation arising from tolls, and a charter of Mary 
grants the right of holding fairs on certain days ; but no 
evidence can be obtained, except of a comparatively 
recent date, of the right of the Corporation to any 
specific toll except for the tolls of grain, which were 
abolished by the Corporation in 18 13. 

In 1684, the Council resolved "That this new faire be 
kept/' but there is nothing to show what is the meaning 
of this very vague expression. 

Toll was payable for passage over the old bridge. 

The first reference to the right of toll at cattle markets 
is in the year 1696, when the Council ordered certain 
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railing round St. Peter's Green " for the improvement of 
the cattle faire held there and the Corporation Toll/ 1 but 
there is no mention of any toll to which the Corporation 
were entitled except the toll of " Showpenny " and the 
toll for ,f Stallage under the Mote Hall" until the year 
1827, when the tolls claimed by the Corporation were 
entered upon their minutes. 

It seems unnecessary to refer further to these tolls, 
because they are not now payable ; the tolls of fairs and 
markets having been revised in pursuance of the Markets 
and Fairs Clause Act, 1847. 

The Shire Hall. 

In the year 1752 the site of the Shire Hall was 
purchased with money raised wholly or in part by 
voluntary subscription, and was conveyed to certain 
persons, some of whom were Justices of the County and 
the others Justices of the Town, upon Trust to permit 
buildings to be erected on the site, to be used for the 
Assizes, for the Quarter Sessions of the County, for the 
Quarter Sessions and Petty Sessions for the Town, and 
for such other purposes as the Trustees at their Quarter 
Sessions should direct. The deed, empowers a surviving 
Trustee to appoint new Trustees, and requires that " the 
acting Justices for the County and also for the Town " 
be appointed Trustees, and that the Custos Rotulorum 
of the County for the time being and the heir male of 
the then John, Duke of Bedford, be of the number of the 
Trustees.

"That no man shall compleyn owte of the 
seyd towne to eny of honor or worshippe for any matter 
or cause detymnable wthyn the seyd Towne so that he 
may have justys mynystered in hys cause by the mayor 
and bayliffe for the time beyny uppon peyn to forfeytt 
to the Chambes for every default XI d." 

4. Itm. " That yf any of the burgesses do disclose 
his fellowes counsell or do speke any maliciouse or 
unsemelye words to eny offycer of the seyd towne or ley 
hys hands uppon hys wepon in the hawlle or councell 
chamber whereby any of the companye be fretted or 
disturbed he shall forfeyt for evry suche defalte to the 
chamber XXd. and hys body to remayne in pson untyll 
he have payd the same." 

9. Itm. " That no artificer of whate art or occupacon 
soevr he be doe enterprise to sett up hys occupacon in 
the seyd towne untyll suche tyme as he come to Mr. 
Mayor and do hym to understand that he is redye to 
take order for hys settynge up And that the Mayor 
callynge before hym the bayliffs Chambleyns Bridge- 
wardens and the most pte of the burgesses shall 
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fyrst consider whether the ptey be a meate man to 
occupye in the towne or not And yf they or the 
most pte of theym do agrey to allowe hym that 
then the seyd setter up to pay so muche to the use of 
the Chamber as shalbe assessed by the seyd Councell 
or the most of them."

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the same by any greater pryce that then the offendor 
theryn to forfett for evry suche offence to the chamber 
Ills. 1 1 lid., and to the Mayor for the tyme beyng other 
Ills. Illld. and furder to be ymprisoned at Mr. Mayor's 
pleasure for his contempte and that no tallowchandeler 
no other psone or psones that shall hereafter sell any 
tallow candell shall sell the same at suche pryce and 
prices as shalbe appoynted and sett by Mr. Mayor fore 
the time beyng and shall not force any psone to buy 
other wares with the same candell uppon lyke peyn and 
imprisonemt." 

33. Itm. " It is ordeyned that after the oathes be 
mynystedd to the newe mayor and bayliffs on Michelmas 
day that all the Justices Mayors brethren and burgesses 
to repayre to the mayor's house only and that all 
comeners and foreners to resorte to the bayliffs ther to 
receave and take frelye their dynnr. as custome hathe 
byn and that the Mayor nor the bayliffs shall not be 
contrybutorie eyther to other but evry of theym to beare 
and susteyn his owne charges and the lyke order to be 
observed at the eleccon dynner." 

40. Itm. " That at no tyme the Mayor to walke to 
the Churche for the heryng devyne svyce without one of 
the serjants in his gowne and if the said serjants doe 
enterprise to carrye the mace before the Mayor without 
his gowne beyng not comannded in eny extremytie by 
the seyd mayor shall forfett for evry time lis. VId. to be 
payd immedyatly the one half to the Mayor and the 
other half to the Chamber of the seid towne and that 
the mayor shall accompte for the same at the day of his 
accompts." 
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45. Itm. " It is ordeyned that Mr. Mayor for the 
tyme beyng shall chowes two men to the offyce to be 
called wood serchers that they may goe aboute the 
towne onse in evry monethe to see that no inhabytant 
leay or cowche any faggotts wythyn tenn fotts of any 
chemney." 

47. Itm. " It is agreed that every fermer and other 
psone dwellyng withyn thys towne whiche have eny lond 
or leyes in coen felds of Bedford whereon the inhabyters 
have coen shall kepe at all tymes in the seid felds of 
Bedford accordyng to order and custome for evry acre 
that he holdeth as well fallowe as onfallow one shepe 
and no mor on peyn of evry shepe that is kept and 
fownd by the fold men Xlld. to the use of the Chamber." 

49. Itm. " It is ordeyned that yf any of the 
inhabiters of this boroughe shall occupie or keep fyer in 
in any howse beyng coved with strawe standing in the 
body of the towne that then he shall cover the same 
house with tyle or slayte and that they shall lay no 
strawe within any such houses upon peyn to forfett to 
the mayore XXd. and to the Chamber other XXd."
